High Kvinds p ick ing up toni oC dry soil nnd 


drop p ing it where it may or may not be use* 


ful-betok ening Nature’s utter lack oi concern 
for her p rire p roduct in the animal k ingdom - 
are sttll the hardest enemy to cop e with in 
Nebrask a, save p erhap s such short-lived visita­ 
tions as nash floods. Damage in Cheyenne 
County alone is more than twice as much as 
eroding winds effected last sp ring before rains 
acrak ed the p arched soil. 
Coincidentally, 
corn 
growers 
bombarded 
county offices all week to commit their acres 
to the soil bank ~to give the sorely tired land 
a rest and receive funds in lieu erf what a 
cra p 
might have brought them. The overwhelming 
rush to tak e advantage of this typ e of insur­ 
ance gave a more eloquent p icture of the 
crisis than any words could do. Farm ers are 
not going to get rich in this p rocess. Some 
may even lose—ahould the rains come in full 
force, though it is already too late in many 
aections. Extra funds were allocated to aome 
counties, and officials were searching for ways 
of shuffling funds in order to grasp the only 


chance for the sturdy Nebrask a farm ers to 
avoid more disaster than they can stand. 
All this is a reminder that the state’s cnn- 
sistenl advance in manufactures, new busi* 
nesses o f many k inds—even mining -while 
a 
factor in a better balanced economy, is still 
second in imp ortance to its basis indisp ensable 
resource, agriculture. 
Much has been achieved through a com­ 
p aratively new realization that while the wind 
still bloweth where it listest, and always will, 
there are p ractices that will reduce the imp act 
—if followed generally. The good conservation­ 
ist is still more or less at the mercy of his 
neighbors, all the way from the Missouri to 
the headwaters of the Platte system, and 
farther.

Reading the Russian Omens 


For some years now there has been a sug­ 


gestion as of a merry-go-round whirring busily 


in the back yard of the Kremlin, tossing the 


comrades off, sometimes to bump into the 
stone walls, sometimes to limp away, p erhap s 
to return, maybe not. Since the p lay seldom 
haiu for more than a few week s (or so it 
seems from the outside) almost all the p lay­ 
ground regulars have ridden almost every 
horse. This p ast week witnessei^ another shuf­ 


fle. 
Dmitri Shep ilov was bump ed from the horse 
named Foreign Minister, which he had mounted 
when V. M. Molotov look over a team last 
June, tilled First Dep uty Prem ier and State 
Control Chairman. Andrei Gromyk o is now 
in Foreign M inister's saddle (not guaranteed 
fo r any longer than today), while Shep ilov 
rides one of eight called Party Central Com­ 
mittee. No. 1 horse *in this group is reserved 
for Nik ita K hrushchev-thc sp ortsman who 
with comrade Bulganin p anick ed Europ e a 
coup le of years ago as a team of comics. 
While Shep ilov has always been called a 
Khrushchev boy in the stable talk , Gromyk o, 
who bump ed him, is considered a p rotege of 
Molotov. In the masquerade p rovided for the 
entertainm ent of outsiders, Molotov has con­ 
sistently been labeled “ Tough Guy." and still 
is. (He will Icmg be remembered in Chicago, 


where he nonchalantly walk ed right out into 
Michigan Boulevard traffic, creating a jam 
worse than anything seen theretofore in that 
city of wild drivers). 
Shep ilov only this week outlined a p rop osal 
for the Middle East which was ap p arently in­ 
tended to be a retort to President Eisenhower’s 
doctrine. It will be surmised that he wasn’t 
tough enough to hold his job in the hierarchy, 
even after long p ractice as an editor of Pravda 
and interp reter of the Communist p arty line. 
Moral; let him that think elh he standeth on 
a merry-go-round tak e heed lest he fall.

Mississip ians whose job is to go out and 
find more industries that can be p ersuaded to 
move their p lants to the Deep South—and 
they have done p retty well over the years, as 
at least one Nebrask an can testify—are more 
than a little up set by the volunteer advertising 
p rogram of certain motorists. Aggrieved over 
national p ublicity on the Em m ett Till murder 
case and desegregation, rep orts the Wall Street 
Journal, these drivers have hung on their cars 
unofficial license p lates p roclaiming Mississip p i 
“ the most lied about state.” Factory recruiters 
fear this attitude will scare away new industry. 
They are p robably right. 


This meant that while he was not confirming 
a New York Times rep ort that he will leave 
the Cabinet next year to run for governor of 
Pennsylvania, he ^ a s not denying it either. 
Since Mr. Stassen is a former three-term 
governor of Minnesota, the 
Times story raises the in- 
teresUng 
q u e s t i o n 
of 
whether any man has ever 
been 
governor 
of 
two 
states. The answer is yes 
Sam Houston. But 
Houston’s career hardly sets an encouraging 
p recedent for Stassen today. 
Houston was elected governor of Tennessee, 
as a Jack son Democrat, in 1827, but resigned 
before serving a full term , to tak e up residence 
among the Cherok ees. Later, as a Texan, he 
commanded the Texas army in its war for 
indep endence, and was twice elected p resident 
of the Texas Rep ublic. In 1859, after Texas 
had become a state, Houston was elected gov- 
ernor, but he was dep osed in 1861 when he re­ 
fused to swear allegiance to the Confederacy, 


Stassen’» status as a Pennsylvanian stems 
from his having served four years as p resident 
of the rniverslty of Pennsylvania and retained 
his legal residence in that state ever since. 
But the Tiroes story p oints out that as a can­ 
didate for governor Stassen, still widely re­ 
garded as a Minnesotan, would be op p osed as 
a “ p olUlcal carp etbagger.” 


F a rm P r iihlr iii 
LINCOLN—This 
farm 
p roblem 
has come to be amazingly com­ 
p lex. It has become the p oliti­ 
cians* hap p y hunting ground, the 
conservationists* p roblem and the 
economists’ desp air. The sociolo­ 
gist might ask , "A re we going to 
become a nation of swollen cities 
sep arated by emp ty countryside, 
f^^rmed and ihanaged by great ag- 
ricultural corp orations?” We have 
gone too far in this direction. 
We are now a nation of 170 mil­ 
lion p eop le. We shall soon riwh 
p a.st the 200 million m ark In years 
that are few in the life of a great 
p eop le. Are we to become a na­ 
tion of row houses sep arated by 
mechanized farm s op erated by fac­ 
tory p eop le managed by great cor­ 
p orations? I submit that our p re.s- 
cnt farm p rogram tends to exactly 
this end. That is why this writer 
does not admire the p olicies of 
Secretary Benson. 
A commission of exp erts should 
determine one-family unit farms. 
These farm units owned by the 
op erator should be free to p roduce 
the last bushel of wheat or corn 
or botton boll or tobacco stock 
without limitation or p enalty. I 
think it is not merely nostalgia but 
,iOund 
economics 
and 
sociology 
that mak es us assert this. The 
more such farm units we have in 
the U.S. the better off is our na- 
tional health and b-nnine.ss.

I once k new a man who did an unusual thing 
in building a new home. He included what he 
called “ a silence room.”

It steadily occup ies more territory. More than 


one quarter of the world’s land, including one 
million square miles in the United States, is 
desert—a situation that strengthens humanity’s 
old enemy, famine, which historian Arnold 
Toynbee has warned, is a greater world threat 
than war or p estilence. 
Hence the arid zone research p roject which 
the United Nations Education, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization has undertak en as a 
major p roject for 1957-58 tak es on sp ecial im­ 
p ortance. The outlook for this p roject has been 
brightened by the success UNESCO scientists 
Have exp erienced recently in help ing member 
states mak e some desert areas p roductive. In 


two Punjab desert regions a rain-mak ing ex­ 
p eriment, including the seeding of the at­ 
mosp here with salt, increased the rainfall p at­ 
tern. If this technique, which is simp ler and 
less exp ensive than any yet tried, lives up to 
hop es, p erhap s other desert frontiers can be 
p ushed back so as to reduce p otential hunger.

WASHINGTON-Interesting, and p erhap s sig­ 
nificant p olitically, was the up rising of Demo­ 
crats against a cherished and major Eisen­ 
hower foreign p olicy p roject—the Middle East 
resoluticm — in the combined Senate Foreign 
Relations 
and 
Armed 
Service 
committees this week . 
Not wily did Democrats vote 
solidly to alter the Eisenhower- 
Dulles language in the resolution, 
but eight of 15 voted against the 
whole resolution when, with the 
sup p ort erf seven Democrats and 
13 Rep ublicans, it was rep orted 
to the Senate where debate will 
begin next week . 
This was certainly the most formidable Dem­ 
ocratic dissent on a m ajor foreign p olicy is­ 
sue during the administration of President 
Eisenhower who, up to now, has relied heavily 
up on Democrats on vital foreign p olicy meas­ 


ures. 
Almost as interesting was something else 
that hap p ened earlier during questioning of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles by the 
combined Foreign Relations and Armed Serv­ 
ices committees behind closed doors. 
Tbif was a colloquy between the secretary 
and the veteran Sen. Richard B. Russell 
(D-Ga), chairman of 
the Armed 
Services 
Committee, who voted against the Middle East 
resolution in committee. He has been voicing 
increasing sk ep ticism about exp enditures or 
foreign military and economic aid.

In this exchange, now made p ublic, the Geor­ 
gian exp ressed almost comp lete loss of faith 
in the foreign aid p rograms and cap p ed it all 
by saying he had come to the conclusion that 
we made “ a terrible mistak e” in not tak ing lit­ 
erally George Washington’s warning in his 
Farewell Address against entangling alliances. 


The Georgia senator’s words sounded almost 
lik e an echo—though in more p olite and re­ 
strained language—of some of the oratory 
damning foreign sp ending by bis new Senate 
colleague from Georgia, Herman Talmadge. 
during the latter'« successful camp aign for the 
Senate last fall. 
The Russell attitude certainly is far different 
from tiiat of his former colleague, Sen. Walter 
F. Georg# of Georgia, chairman of the Foreign 
Relttioos Committee In the last Congress. Sen. 
George, you recall, withdrew from a contest 
for riHeleotion because of the inherent threat 
of defeat embodied in the younger Talmadge. 
He DOW is a sp ecial aide d President Eisen­ 


hower to deal with NATO and as a liaison with 
Congress on that and related m atters. 
Sen. Talmadge is, indeed, a p owerful figure 
now in Georgia p olitics of whom it is necessary 
for Sen. Russell to tak e account, though the 
latter does not go before the voters of Georgia 
again until I96u. 
Whatever influences combined to bring about 
Sen. Russell’s hostility to foreign sp ending— 
which has grown gradually, to be sure—the 
p osition he took in his exchange with Secretary 
Dulles during consideration of the Eisenhower 
Middle E ast doctrine becomes imp ortant be­ 
cause of his high standing in the Senate. We 
may be watching a shift in Senate p atterns in­ 
volving both p arties that could affect the course 
of the second Eisenhower administration. 
In his exchange with the secretary, the Geor­ 
gian said that when we ap p roved NATO and 
other p acts we thought—or so we were told— 
that we were “ going to have a great system 
where we would have vast military strength.” 


From that p oint on it was downhill for Stas­ 
sen. Dewey, tak ing alarm, step p ed up his 
camp aign and trounced Stassen in the Oregon 
p rim ary the following month, going on from 
there to the Philadelp hia convention as front 
runner. At Philadelp hia, the Taft, Stassen and 
Vandenberg forces tried to get together to stop 
Dewey, but couldn’t combine behind Vanden­ 
berg in time. 
In 1952 Stassen’s p residential candidacy was 
more or less of a holding op eration for an 
Eisenhower nomination, as Stassen himself 
described it.

mary declares.

mines the agricultural or industrial 
capabilities of such 
a region, since 
the economy mast be geared to 
operate without a complete failure 
in the drier years. 
“ About three or four times in 
a century nature takes an ex tra 
large and prolonged swing toward 
the hot and dry, and the region’s 
economy is in serious trouble for 
a few years. 
“When this happens, the area is 
suffering from a drought,” the 
summary advises. 
Spr ing to Give 
Clue on Dr ought 
Here’s a prediction on possible 
end of the drought: 
Wayne C. Palmer of the Of­ 
fice of Climatology of the U.S. 
Weather Bureau in a special 
weather summary on “ Drought” 
sSys: “ Our scientific knowledge 
is insufficient to predict wheth­ 
er or not the drought will end in 
1957. There is reason, however, 
to believe that if it does not end 
by nex t spring, the chances are 
large that it will continue through 
nex t summer.”
